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2. I am familiar with the law of Japan relating to inheritance, heirs and legal authority 
thereof in Japan. 

3. Yoshifumi Takeda is the legal heir of the deceased inventor Tae Takeda. There are 
no other heirs of Tae Takeda. Yoshifumi Takeda is a Japanese citizen. The heir has legal authority 
to act of behalf of the deceased inventor. The estate of the deceased inventor has no executor or 
administrator and is not required to under Japanese law. 

4. Attached is a copy of relevant Japanese law defining who is an heir of a decease 
person and establishing that the heirs have legal authority to act of behalf of the deceased person. 
An English translation is also provided.
